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Sparse Audience 
Hears GCS Report

With less than a quorum present, 
the quarterly membership meeting 
of Greenbelt Consumer Services, 
Inc., took place Wednesday night 
in the Greenbelt theater... No bus- 
iness was transacted formally, but 
informa] discussion followed the 
report of Walter J. Bierwagen, 
beard president, which is quoted 
below in abbreviated form: 

“In the quarter just passed your 
board of directors met twice a 
month, Every third meeting is 
scheduled to be held in Takoma 
Park. Committees include the 
membership education committees, 
housing liaison, personnel, store 
operations, and executive. These 
, .. suffer from the usual problem 
--jack of sufficient intere.t by lay 
members to take active partg in 
(their) work . . The. result is 
that the committees are generally 
composed, for cll practical pur- 
poses, of the chairman only unless 
supplemented by other board mem- 
bers. 

“The education committee Guder 
the chairmanship of Harry Gub- 
koff hag get for itself a two-point 
program: 1. to make every effort 
to keep the membership informed 
about our activities, and 2. to make 

every effort to encourage member- 
ship. participation, The commit- 
tee\ has sponsored two meat lee- 
tures, one.in Greenbelt and one in 


Takoma. These two events brought . 


‘sq many favorable responses that 
the committee plans to bring more 
such lectures to members in the 
future. Last year the previous 
board authorized publication of a 
co-op newsletter, now being pub- 
lished regularly. 

- “The store operations and price 
policy committee under the chair- 
manship cf Morris Solomon has 
been reviewing pricing ‘practices 
among the various stores. It has 
been making recommendations to 
management for improving our 
service to consumers, The com- 
mittee is examining controls in the 
Greenbelt and Takoma department 
stores. It is seeking to develop 
methods to make the co-op more 
responsive to the needs and sug- 
getions of the members, Through 
suggestion boxes, strategically 
placed in the stores, the committee 
hopes that members will offer their 
complaints, criticisms, suggestions 
and commendations. 

Membership Increases 

“The membership committee 
chaired by Henry Walter reports. 
a total membership of 3565 at the 
‘end of April, a net increase of over 
200 members since the first of the 
year. 

“As for the board action itself, 
I would mention only several of 
the most important activities: 
Early in the year the board appro- 
priated approximately $4500 to 
make improvements in the Green- 
belt supermarket. Because of cir- 
cumstances some improvements 
were postponed. At the opportune 
time we expect management to 
recommend completion of tie full 
‘program. 

Board Problems 

““Soon after the present board was 
elected, it faced the perennial and 
vexatious theater problem. Pre- 
vious boards h<.d exhausted practi- 
cally all the alternatives, so that 
after careful consideration the 
board approved closing for three 
nights a week subject to the veto 
or approval of the membership at 
this meeting. 

“Another serious problem is that 
of: rent vs. ownership of the com- 
mercial property wherein our 
Greenbelt stores are housed. Up to 
this time the ofticial position of the

Financing Problems 

President Mike Salzman reported 
on tara unexpected mectings which 
he ana Ritchie. representing GVHO 
hal been invited to attend with 
two individual financers who were 
ansxous to invest in Grecnbelt’s 
property with the hope of making 
a profit. Neither was interested in 
the corporation's two problems 9 
helping to finance down-payments 
for memoers requiring it. and 
purchasing the apartments and the 
urdeveloped land. PHA would re- 
GWHC from responsibility for 
the apartments, Salzman said, if 
Sthen & move ibecame necessary. A 
long-term attempt to mect with the 
Peoples Devclopment Corporation 
to discuss these problems 
may bear fruit at a meeting sched- 
uled for this Monday, when PDC 
representatives will meet with 
board members in Washington, It 
is hoped that a subsequent meet- 
ing can be arranged with the entire 
board for Monday night, when the 
former offer of PDC to help finance 
GVHC's down-payment on the un- 
developed land and unsold units 
may be put. into action. PDC's 
original commitment of $200,000 
might have to be raised fifty thous- 
and under.the new appraisal fig- 
ures, but Salzman said he had esti-

Zoning Discussion 

Tornorrow night it is expected 
that Ritchie and Davis of GVHC 
will meet with GCS directors Bier- 
wagen and Walter and councilmen 
Lastner and Goidfaden to discuss 
matters of zoning and commercial 
leases common to all groups in- 
volved. 

In his report of the evening, 
personnel chairman Bordenet 
brought up the point that accord- 
ing to the by-laws all records of 
the corporation, inciuding member- 
ship lists, must be open to the 
members. despite a Maryland 
statute separating membership and 
financial records, In his opinion 
the by-law hinged on another by- 
law provision that special meetings 
can be called for by petition signed 
by 50 membcrs. 

Discussing the problem of sales 
contracts, Eordenet emphasized 
that prospective buyerg must be 
informed (1) of the probable delay 
in their taking possession of their 
units; and (2) of the possible neces~ 
sity for non-resident buyers to 
make up any deficiets between the 
rents GVHC will be able to charge’ 
and the monthly costs of the rented 
units. 

In his resolution on expendi- 
tures, Bordenet. asked for written 
financial statements for the month 
of June:-his list of future expenses 
included the cost of advertising for 
a community manager. 

Equity, Ect. 

One of GVHC's thornicest proh- 
lems is the settlement of equity, 
transfer and rental questions. At- 
torney Abe Chasanow, who has 
been investigating these matters as 
a service to the board, attended 
the discussion, But. it will require 
pecific commitments from PHA to 
establish the unofficial--ag yet—- 
conclusion of tie board that pur- 
chasers shall pay their down pay- 
ments and accrue equity on the 
units they intend to buy rather 
than on those they now occupy. 
Tom Ritchie was instructed to con- 
tact Krooth and Aitman, the cor- 
poration's lawyers, to prepare the 
way for a meeting with PHA, 

Meanwhile, with less than two 
weeks remaining to set up on pa- 
per the 40U transfers already spok- 
en for, several board members met 
Tuesday night with seeretary Fior- 
ence Shinderman and unofficial 
advisors to try to set in motion the.

LONG TERM RENTING 

In espousing tne GCS plan for 
lIcng-term renting in Greenbelt 
under GVHC owncrship by resi- 
dents not wanting to buy here, Mr. 
Walter made two statements last 
week which cannot ve accepted 
without proof of their correctness: 
(1) that the same “can he success- 
fully fulfilled” and (2) “No unsur- 
mountable legal probiems appear to 


exist.” Th2 best informant avail- 
able te GVHC points the other 
way. 


The key to the solution is whcth- 
er, under rent controls, a sufficient 
rent increase will be granted to 
make such plan possible. The 
answer will not be known until 
the Office of Rent Stabilization 
renders its decision in response to 
a petition for a rent increase. Then 
and only then will GVHC be in a 
position to determine the feasiblty 
of the plan. Meanwhie time limita- 
tions imposed by PHA will be run- 
ning against GVH®; hence, GVHC 
cannot halt execution of its present 
plan to wait for such decision, 

If it were possible to stop PHA 
deadlines from running against 
GVHC, and if an adequate rent 
increase under the law were cer- 
tain (it is not), then GVHC could 
give serious consideration to the 
GCS plan. If the exponents cf the 
GCS plan can overrome these ob- 
stacles, more power to them. 

Safeguarding the investment of 
those who buy homes here requires 
exercise of the greatest precau- 
tions with respect to the corpora- 
tion’s finances, GVHC_ cannot 
adopt any program that would en- 
danger tne solvency of the cor- 


_ poration and the investment of 
its members.

Does Television 
Harm Eyesight? 
Fom University of Maryland 
College of Agriculture 


Have you been worried about the 
effect of television on your child's 
eyesight? With the onslaught of 
television, teachers have complain- 
ed that children are suffering from 
eyestrain, lack of sleep and nerv- 
ousness. Adults. too, have told of 
headaches and various effects on 
their eyes, In response to much 
discussion on the subject, Miss 
Florence Mason, home furnishing 
specialist of the University of 
Maryland Extension Service, points 
to results of studies made by doc- 
tors on the subject. ~ 


1. Television, the studies show, 
are no more harmful to the eyes 
than movies, reading, sewing, or 
driving a car, 


2. Looking at television does not 
cause eye defects or discases of 
the eye, but under improper con- 
ditions may induce eye fatigue, 


3. Usually the mind tires before 
the eye, a safety measure that na- 
ture uscs to protect the eye, 


4, Eye fatigue has the followin-; 
symptoms: Headache, pain in th. 
eyes and blurred foeus. | These 
symptoms may indicate eye defects 
or fatigue from poor viewing con- 
ditions, 


5. Prolonged viewing of televi- 
sion may reveal eye defects not 
neticed before, In children, this 
may be a good thing as the defect 
should be corrected for appiica- 
tion to school work, 


6. Television can be used as a cor- 
reetive measure for the lazy eye, 
common to both children and 
adults, by wearing a patch over the 
better eye while viewing programs. 


7. Under normal conditions, eye 
fatigue should not develop under 
a viewing time of 11. hours. 


8, On the early programs, jerky 
films, long discarded by the movie 


industry, were mainly responsible 
for eye fatigue. 
9. Programs now avoid dark 


scenes and grainy effects, Clear, 
fresh, prints in mediym to Hight 
values are easier to iook at.

An appeal for  blogel vessels 
Which may be grafted to save lives 


ir: the Washington community was 
issued today by the George Wash- 
ington Whiversity Blood 9 Vessel 
Bank, This bank is being operated 
at the George Washington School 
cof Medicine in cooperation with 
Walter Reed Army Medical Cen- 
ter 

Dr. Brinn Blades. professor of 
Surgery al the Universite Sehool 


ot Medicine, announced that a 
team of physicians will be on eal) 
day and night to respond to any 
donation of blood vessels from re- 
cently deceased persons offered to 
save other lives by the families of 
the deceased, Blood vessels must 
be secured from persons under 50 
years of age within a few hours of 
death. The deceascd must not 
have died of leukemia or as the 
result of an infectious discase or 
condition, 

In order to maintain an adequate 
bank for use in this community, it 
is necessary for blood vessels to be 
secured from all available sources. 
Calls to tell of the availability of 
blood vessels may be made to the 


George Washington University 
Hospital, STerling 7800, at any 
hour of the day er night. The op- 


crator will connect the caller with 
a University physician who will 
ask where the blond vessels are 
heing made available and the na- 
ture of the fatal ilincss. A physi- 
cian will be dispatched as soon as 
possible and should be able to ar- 
rive within an hour at any spor 
within the metropolitan area.

met after a few words of welcome 
from chairman Dr. Louis M. Jima). 


Mrs. Miriam Baselaar, executive 
scerctary, outlining the Chapter’s 
activity, pointed out that since the 
outbreak of hostilities in Korea 
work has been increased. “Our 
message service for the boys over- 
scas is now on a 24 hour basis,” 
Mrs. Baselaar said, “One finan- 
cial assistance rendered the serv- 
iceman’s family is that of extend- 
ing credit until family allotments 
are received, which sometimes ave 
delayed three or four months.
